G-HOWING IN VEEMONT. 


Latest Figures on the Republican 


Sweep in That State. 


BURLINGTON, VT., Sept. 5. —Thirty 


thousand majority for tho Republican 
state ticket arc the figures now claimed 
by Chairman Merrill, of the Republican 
state committee. Additional returns re- 
ceived this morning sustain this claim, 
and the largest majority ever given for 
governor in Vermont seems fully as- 
surod._ The net Republican gain in 92 
towns "over the vote for governor last 
presidential year (1892) is 6123, an aver- 
age of 60 for each town. Puller's ma- 
jority was then 17,777, BO that the Re- 
publican majority based on these figures, 
providing the remaining towns do as well, 
will be fully 30,000. 


There are but six Democratic repre- 


sentatives ' elected out of 160 returned, 
which indicates only about ten members 
out of a house of 243--the smallest 
number since the war.
